Specification

2. Claims 27-3 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See MPEP 

§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 42 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Csaszar (US 
4,848,614. 

Csaszar discloses a tamper-evident device comprising a first sleeve member (12) which 
comprises a first portion (12) associated with a second portion (1 1) by means of a frangible 
portion (14) therebetween, wherein said first portion is adapted to be applied to a mouth and 
neck portion of a container (Figure 4), said second portion is associated with a container closure 
member (9) and wherein an initial container opening operation causes a frangible portion to 
fracture or break (Figure 5) such that when the container is reclosed said first and second 
portions are located in a spaced apart relationship to one another (Figure 6). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-26 and 32-41 are allowed.
